Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-19 are allowed as 
per the decision from the board of patent appeals and interference (BAPI). See board's decision 
of July 15, 2008. 

The invention is directed towards a method/apparatus of obtaining location data 

about a mobile entity for provision to a location-sensitive application, the method comprising: 

- periodically obtaining location updates indicative of the current location of the mobile 
entity from a first source of location data; and 

- adaptively varying extending the interval between the location updates from said first 
source in dependence on the provision of when location data indicative of the current 
location of the mobile entity is available from at least one other source of location data 
that operates independently of said first source and the location updates provided thereby. 

The prior art individually or in combination fails to render the above underlined unique feature 
obvious.
